TEN B LOCKS BU RNED. 

Badnirm Portion of BlIeiMbnrs. Waihlnc 

Inston Tf^rritory, Wlp«d Out. 

EiJiENSBDBo. W. T., July <i. Ten 
blocks of the best portion of this city are 
in ashes. Nearly one hundred families 
are homeless, and what was yesterday a 
thriving and imposing business oenter is 
now a mass of ashes and burning cin* 
dara> .Owilig to the aidtement aaa eon- 
fuioD that prevailed it is impossible to 
aaosrtain how the fire originated, but it 
Is nrcknined that it was wf lasidt of the 
oelebration of the Nattona) holiday, as 
it was started soon after the iuaugura- 
Hon of the tlisplay d fireworks lv«ni> 
day evening. 

xhe names started on the north side 
of tho city about 10 o'clock in the even« 
ing, and with a veir strong wind bIow> 
ing from the northeast The Art- d»> 
pimmeiit. which was promptly called 
out, could do nothing to check the rai^id 
advance of the contlagratiou, whi(di 
within an hour spread to the business 
oenter. Help was telegraphed from the 
neighlioriug rowns. but long before it 
oould reui'h the sitene the tIameH had 
wipe*! out the heart of the city, and had 
oomnionoed to spread among the resi- 
dences r)f the Houth side. It was not un- 
til the main jv)rtion of tlie food for tho 
tire had been cdnsumed that tlu're were 
any si^'nv of aliatemenf and it ua-. neai ly 
morning In-fore the firemen secmetl any 
result from their tireless cfTortH. 

The cesKfttion of the winds had a t^-n- 
deu(;y to aid the firemen in checking the 
progress of the flre, and at tliinhour it is 
th< Might that the flames ai'e uncUtr con- 
trol, or that they will be contiiied to the 
buildings now ))urniug. While it is im- 
possible t<i form a cU)se idea of the 
amount of loss, it is eHtiniHte<l that the 
s.im \\ill run up to many hundre«ls of 
thousaml^ of dollars. Ail of the leading 
hottds, the handbonin Nash o]x;ra house 
bhxik, the city hall, the board of trade 
building, Snipe & Co. 's bank, in fact 
an the business blocks on Pine and 
Pearl aud Third. Foiuih and Fifth 
streets are oonsnmed, excepting only the 
First National Bank Building, Bloomer 
t O'Connor K dry goods house, H. Oot- 
sein's hoot and shoe storey one saloon 
and one general store. 

Oulv these latter oonoems remain 
standinK to murk the spot where flour- 
ished a iN'aiitifnl aud prosperous busi- 
ness center. The uumuer of residences 
destroye<l caiiTio' now 1m' estimated, but 
it is known that over one hundred fami- 
lies are homeless, penniless and with 
nothing left save uie few soant clothes 
with whioh they escaped in flying from 
the advancing Hames. Help has been 
asked aud is badlv needed, not only in 
suppressing the nre, but in caiing for 
the nomelesB viotima of the oonflagn^ 
tion. 

The district burned amlnaoed Main 
street, from Fifth to Firrt: Fourth 
street, from Main to Pine; Third, fnmi 
Water to Hpiyigue; Peari, from Ftfth to 
Seoond, oovenag aa area of ten blodks 
ia the business neart of the oitr. The 
only briok buildings left are I^moh's 
block and the Ellenaburg National 
bank. Two hundred houses were totally 
destroyed. The loss as now estimated is

Company, tlie Ashler hotel, the Oriental 
hotel, the Masonic temple, the Odd Fel- 
lows' hall, the Oeddes bl(M;k, tlie Fish 
block, the postofflce. Tlie Lix'alizer 
printing office^ the Dexter stalile and 
others. The only stf>res left are four. 

There is not a restaurant, hotel or 
boarding house left, aud tlu're are about 
l.')U people destitute. Mayor Abrams 
has calle<1 a meeting of oitiMDa to take 
action for relief. 

While the loss i.s t«>rri1 lie the citizens 
maintain a cheerful dipositiou and are
